And as he appointed him to be his faijh- 
full and Loyall Subject; ſo he veſted Man alſo with a 
Magiſterial Fomer over his fellow Creatures in the Earth, 
2nd in the Air, and in the Water, to which they all ſub- 
mitted with much Reſpect, as long as he was obedient. 
to his King and Maker: and had he ſtood firm ſtill in 
that State, both he and his Poſterity had eſcaped all the 
Malheures, Ureaſineſſes and Di ſqulets of Body & Mind, 


to which Mankind is now lyablse.

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A Sermon preach'd upon 
ANas long as all things continued thus, in their pri. 
mitive Eſtabliſhment and Integrity, all GO D's Subjects 
ſhared of his Princely Favour, and the Sweetneſs of his 


Love, which is better than Life But no ſooner became 


they Reſtive to his Authority, and contumacious to his 
Will, but all manner of Miſchief invaded the World, like 
an irreſiſtible Deluge. The firſt Promoter and chief Ma- 
nager of the diſmal Revolt was L UCI FE R, who by 
us Rebellion, of an Angel of Light; -became'an Angel of 

arkneſs; ofa Citizen in the Heavehly Zeruſalem, be- 
came an Inhabitant of rhe Regions of Horror; and from 
that time, continueth fill to be the black and curſed Ge- 
neral, under whoſe baſe unworthy Banners, all Rebells 
have ever fought againſt GOD himſelf, and theſe whom 
he hath ſer over them, as their Superiors. He was no 
ſooner dropt from his Native Purity, but he practiſed up- 
on our firſt Parents, by his Hellifh Sophiſtry, ſo ſuccesful- 
ly, that he catcht them in his Snare, and procured theix 
Baniſhment out of the place of theſe various, curious, 
charming and incomparable Delights, where they were 
firſt'ſertled ; and pulled down, and enrailed upon them, 
and theirs, the ſad Effects of GO D's Diſpleaſure ; and 
had plung d them in endleſs Miſery, if the only Begotten 
Son of GOD had not come in the Fullneſs of Time, and 
recovered them from that Hazard, by His Life and Humi- 


liation, His Death and Bleſſed Reſurrection. So that nei - 
ther the 2 0 nor Lower Paradiſe could endure to be 


a ſhelter of Rehels. 

" BUT that all things might not turn into perpetual Con- 
fuſion, Almighty GOD repaired the Obedience thus vio- 
lated, by Laws given by ſpecial Favour ro Mankind : and 
befide the Submiſſion due to His own Sacred Majeſty, he 
did not only ſtatute and ordain, That in Domeſtick So- 
cieties, Wives ſhould be obedient to their Husbands, Chil-

© their reſpegive Capacities ; But likeways upon the aug- .

Kings and Sovereign Princes of whole Nations, without 


. reſpe& to Stock or Relation, who were afterwards called 


the Fathers of their Country; and were Honoured and O- 
beyed with a like Regard in kind, but Greater than the 
Fathers of privat Families had been at che firſt. 

IT's concerning our good & dutiful Behaviour to ſuch, 
that our Bleſſed 4 pls beſtowerh the Exhortation. of the 
prefent Reading, Submit your ſelves, Kc. wherein he de- 
icends from the Geveral Advices, which he had given be- 
fore, for advancing the Purity of theit Lives in the Sight 
of GOD and all men, to particular Precepts: And , 94 
cauſe the Jews ftood commonly under an ill Report a 
mong the Gentiles, as being ungovernable, and refrato 
to Laws, He peremptorily injoyneth Obedience to KING 
and ſuch as are Truſted with the Adminiftration of Sub- 
ordinat Authority: Whereby we are plainly Taught, 
That The King of Kings is the Patron and Voucher of 


Royal Government, both Root and Branches; and con- 


*ſequently muſt conclude, That all that faill in the Du- 
*ries they owe to it, are highly obnoxious to the Diſplea- 
ure of Heaven. | 

THIS is the ſubject which I intend, GO D will- 
ing, to inlarge a little, on this Mournfull Occaſion, and 
ſhall immediatly apply my ſelf to proſecute, when I 
have briefly enquired, irt, Why we are commanded to 
Submit to every Ordinance of man, which would ſeem at 


the firft View to import, That Government were a meer

Scripture, where it's mentioned; but 
s always taken for a Creature, or ſomething creared' by 
GOD ; Neither ſeems there any Neceſfity for taking it 
in any other acceptation in this place: Eſpecially fince 
St. Mirt the Evangeliſt (who is ſaid to have been St Pr- 
ters Diſciple) uſectr ir in that Senſe, where he mentions 
PF tas 4 3 2 Y ; | 
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the Miſfon of the Apoſtles by our Bleſſed Lord, in theſe 
St. Mark, Words, Go ye into all the world, and preach the Gſpel to 


XVI. Ig. every Creature, vis. Humane Creature, i. e. to all men; 


not only to the eros, but the Gentiles, every where, and 
without diſtinction ( and fo it's uſed in ſeveral other 
Texts ) fo that which is here called every humane ordi - 
nance or creature ought to be underſtood with due Ap- 
plication and ReſtriQtion to the preſent matter, That's, 
of all men that are conſtitute in Authority, whoever or 
.or whatſoever they be; and ſo the Senſe of this Apofto- 
lick Doctrine is, Obey or ſubmit to every man that is your 
 Superiour in Government; whether he be Few, Gentile 
CDrifian or Infidel, good or bad. For it muſt be neceſ- 
ſarly underſtood of Men, becauſe of the Diſtribution im- 
'mediatly following, Whether it be to the King, &c. Or 
to Governours, &c. and that for the LORD's ſake : i. e. 
'Berauſe our Lord Chriſt hath given Command expteſly 
_— 3 this purpoſe, Give unto Cæſar the things that are 
. N EXT That we may the better know of what King 
the Bleſſed Apoſtle ſpeaketh as — ( or Superemi- 
nent) we ate to conſider, that this Epiſtle was dated from 
Babylon, as the words towards the Concluſion of it fairly 
bear, The Church that is at Babylon Eledled together with 
you, ſalute you, (which ſome skillfull in the Originall 
tender the Church colleffed or gathered together at Ba- 
len ).viz. The City of Babylon properly taken, as ſome 
ſay, and not Rome allegorically taken, as others: So that

; are the ſervants and Miniſters ot God, ſo the People are 
their Servants. The Authors of the Antichriſtian Do- 
Atine of K illing Kings affirm, that they are meer ſervants 
ot, and adminiſtrators deputed by the People, that they 
wage the 4. — war, and not their own; that they are 
the Peoples. Creatures, as the Earthen. Veſſel, helo 
the Potter, which he can daſh in pieces at his pleature 1 
and therefore they take the liberty ro mock, and elude 
both the dodtrine and practice of Chriſt hiraſelf and. of 
his Apoſtles: and when they think it fir co Kill Kings, they 
wk 46:8 beljeve, that they only kill rhe Trul ces; of 
People, and not the Miniſters of GOD.

wicked and licentious: It hath been oftimes fer on fire, 
and long ere now had teen conſumed, it GOD hn felt 
had not dwelt in the Buſh, and ergaged his mighty Fewer 
in the defence of it: This He, who is lyuth ic ſelt, afhrm- 
eth by the Royal Pſalmiſt, The Earth and the Inbabutans 
of it are diſſolved, but I hear up the Pillars of it. 

ANOTHER ſpecial Inſtance of Diuine Providence in ju- 
ſtifyingkoyal Dominion, is the grear Aw and Keverence to 
it, that G O D hath generally impreft upon the Minds of 
Mortals. It falleth under frequent Obſervation, That He 
hath marvellouſly ſer Bounds to the raging Waves of the 
Sea by a Fence of little Sands: but it's yet much more to be 
admir'd, that a little 2 Duft, a Prince armed with Au- 
thority from GOD, ſhould reftrain Mens violent and Head- 
ſtrong Luſts, which the Royal Prophet compareth to tte 
furious Waters of the Ocean; and ſayth, Thou ftilleft the 
noiſe of the Sea, the Rage of their Waves, and the Tumult of 
the People. It's firange to think, and very much of GO P 
is in it, That the Preſence of a Prince ſhould effetiually 
rebuke, and conjure the Ataxie and disjointed Efturts of 
ungodly Men, which Wiſe Solemon has long ſince told us 
to be fo: A King that ſittetih on the Throne of Fudge- 


g, ment ſcattereth away all evil with has eyes. The divine Power 


exerted in the Perſons of Princes, giveth check to popular 
inſolencies, and permitts not the many headed monſtrous 
beaſt, the Mob, to know its own ſtrength, left ir ſhould kick 
and throw off the Rider: And notwithſtanding the unparal- 
lel'd Villany which prevailed to the Ruin of Majefiy upon 
this day, as a Scourge from 60D vpon this Iſland, te one 
memorable Exception from the kule; Yet for the moſt part 
by tar, it holdeth, and will do fo ſtill; and therefore the 
Man accordirg io GOD's cn Heart, acknewledgeih the

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Haonagealleneſs of bis Subjes to be the immediat Efiel? of 
bis Power, who eſtabliſheth the Thrones of Princes in Right- 
80uſneſs. And therefore he ſaith, Bleſſed be the Lord my 
grengtb, who teacheth my hands to war, and my fingers ra. PI 
t: My Goodneſs and my Fortreſs, my bigh Tower and aj 
Deliverer, my Shield, and He in whom I truſt, And then 
zadeth, rhe ſubdueth the People under me. 

A further Confirmation of GOD's owning and defend- III. 
ing Royal Authority, is his beſtowing Publick Spirits upon 
Sovereign Princes, fitted and accommodated to their pu- 
blick Capacities. Ic's true, eminent Dignities ſuit ambitious 
Minds, and there is nothing thatTheſe aſpire more to, altho? 
the means of their obtaining them ſhould be the molt exe-

Again, when this good King was driven from his Impe- 
rial Sear, and Metropolitan City of his Kingdom, by the;

One 
knows not where to begin, how to proceed, or which 
way to make an end: It was a Crime of that nature, that 
could not chuſe but ſtun the Heads, and grieve the Hearts, 
and chill the Blood in the Veins of them that heard ir, 
while the Fact was yet Recent; And it were much for 
the Honour of this Iſland, that ſucceeding Ages ſhould 
read this part of our Hiſtory, with the ſame Increduliry 
that we hear of ſpeaking Oxen, Rivers running back-ward 
in their Chanels, of ſweating Statues, and ſhowers of 
Blood, mentioned in the Legendary Mon ments of Antiqui- 
tie: This one thing is molt cer ain, at ſince the Name

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. andOffice of a King was known upon the Face of the Earth, 
tte Sun never ſaw in all the returns of his natural Courſe, 
a rf attended with more Horrour. Re e 
. » SOME perhaps may be ready to ſay, tho the Murder of 
the King was a nefarious and execrabl 


| e Deed, yet it hath 
not been A thing ſo unuſual in the World. as to leave 
them all agaſt that happen to hear of it, fince Kings have 
been often Killed, ſometimes by the Seditionof 9 
ſometimes by the faction of the Peers, and ſometime by 
the mutiny of the Souldiers. But if we take the circumſtan- 
ces of the Murder of Charles I. which was perpetrated as 
on this day, under due conſideration, and take notice oſ 
thoſe who did commit it, The Perſon upon whom, the man- 
ner after which it was done, it muſt neceſſarly be acknow- 
ledged, it never had any Precedent, I pray GOD it may ne- 
ver have a parallel; Ir's true, We have heard and read of 
fereral Sanguinary Wretches, that have invaded and taken 
away the lives of Kings, both in former ages, and in the 
preſent; But at the ſame time, we are to remember, that 
they were Infidels, Genti/es, Romans, or Turks for the 
moſt part, nor Chriſtians. And tho? it be not a new thing, 
that Majeſty ir ſelf has fallen by the hands of Violence, and 
been Barbarouſly taken off by theſe, who had ſworn Fidelity 
nod Allegranoss. yet I am ſure, That for a Chriſtian; King, 
profeſſing the Reform'd Religion, to be Sacrificed to the fu- 
ry and rage of men pretending to the moſt refin'd Purity 
of the Reformation, is ſtill unexempled, and I hope will 
not be imitated to the end of the World. The way and 
manner, after which. it was carried on and conſummated, 
hath nothing leſs in it of amazing ſingularity; Kings and 
Soveraign Princes have ſometimes. been diſpatched by the 
Sword, or Dagger of a privat Aſſaſin, or by the Treachery 
of a Suborned Souldier, by a poiſoned Cup, or have been 
Famiſhed; or Strangled in Priſon; But no man ever read 
or heard before, of a Lawfull, Hereditary, Chriſtian, Re- 
formed Monarch, in the actual Poſſeſſion: of his Crown and 
Kingdoms, conveen d, accuſ d, criminally ele — 
0G | | gmn 
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demned, and finally ſmitten and Beheaded with an Ax; 
and all this by theſe, who in Duty and Gratitude ow'd Him 
their outmoſt Services, to the Hazard of their Lives and 
Forrunes. If a Prince ſhould happen to be killed either 
by Military Tumults, Popular Inſurrections, or the FaQti- 
ous and wicked Combinations of aſpiring Men; This might 
properly be attributed to the precipitant Fury of over heat- 
ed Blood, and the want of ſerious and ſober Conſideration; 
and fo the unhappy Inſtruments might chance to fall un- 
der: Remorſe for ſuch a Miſcarriage: But for Men to pro- 
ceed ro the molt unjuſtifiable Crimes, by ſhew of Order and 
Deliberation, it's always to be preſumed, they will be apt 
to ſtand upon the Defence of their Villanies, and never be- 
come Penitent. This was the Caſe of the Tragedy of this 
Day. It was neither the Hatred of the King, nor the Fear 
of the King, nor the Faults of the King, that moved them 
to deſtroy Him : Bur they were plainly reſolv'd to become 
Kings themſelves, and therefore they Bloodily Murdered 
the Heir of the Inheritance; and inſteid of one Meek, 
Gentle and Rightful King, they ſer up fourty Tytants, who 
in all their publickAQs were named The Keepers of the Li- 
berties of the People, i. e. They kept them ſo, chat the 1 
People never ſhared in them; But it was with no better 
Right, than a Robber is the keeper of the Purſe of the In- 
nocent Traveller, which he has taken by Force; or the 
Thief is the keeper of his Neighbours Goods, which he 
hach ſtolen and fodged in his own Houſe. They had E- 
ſpouſed a dangerous and wicked Principle, in downright 
oppoſition to St. Peter Doctrine (in our Text) That, 
Royal Government was a Grievance, & as t as Kings were 
«uneaſie to the People (and that is, as oft as they are pleaſ- 
ved to think ſo) They might be juſtled out of their Autho- 
Erity, w.tnour Fear of any Puniſhment to be infl ed upon 
the Inſtruments: and they vexed the Bleſſed Royal Martyr 
of this Day, with many Diſturbances and Tortures before 
they came to give the finiſhing Touch to this Cataſtrophe. 
dometimes they changed his 12 ſometimes his — 
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and at other times ſhamm'd Him with appearance of accom- 
modation; But behold, while matters were in this Poſture, 
and the ſweet and eafie rempered Prince had yielded all 
that could be defired, and more than was expected, the 
Treaty was ſuddenly broke up, to the great Surprize of all, 
but the Confpirators themſelves. The King is brought 


out of Priſon into the Palace Royal, ſiſted as a MaletaQtor 


before the pretended Court of Jultice, condemned without 
anſwering,and barbarouſly cut off; And that in ſuch a man- 
ner, as 1 ſaid, that jt we conſider the circumſtances, the 
like had never been heard of. He who bore the CharaQer 
of Sacred Majeſtie was brought forth upon an Infamous 
Scaffold, before his own Palace Gate, in the view of his 
own People, in broad day, as it he had been a Robber, a a 
Cut-throar, a Parricide, a Traitor, a Tyrant, plac'd herwixt 
two Hangmen, masked forſooth, (ſuch was their Modeſty ) | 
as if that had been any thing to the purpoſe, when ſo many 
other barefac'd Hangmen ſtood guarding the fatal Place. 
Theſe two Fanizarres of Beelzebub were pitch'd upon to 
give the fatal Blow, while the Reft ſtood Sentinels watching 
that they might not be diſturbed in curting off the King's 
Head.And to give a full Accent to this Barbarity;where ever 
any were diſcovered in the buge croud, that came to behold 
this Tragical Scene, either to ſhut their Eyes or turn them 
away, that they might not be ſtaind with ſo monſtrous an 
Object, If either they were ſeen ro Weep, Sigh, Groan, 
or uſe any expreſſion of grief or compaſſion on murdered 
Majeſtie, they were cruelly beaten with Hands and Feet, 
maul'd with Battons, and ſignally affronted and outraged 
by the Abettors If the Miſchief, who ſtood ſtill and look d 
upon the whole matter with Tearleſs Eyes, and no doubt 
with Tygers Hearts. 

NOW giving that, which muſt ngyer be granted to the 
end of the World, that the King by his Crimes had merit - 
ed, ſuch male treatment, it will be impoſſible, to ſne by 
virtue of what Right his Subjects could proceed to ſo in-

vil and diſcreet as Tar g? Why did they not chuſe to Stab 
him, or Strangle him, or Poyſon him privatly, within the 
walls of his Court? Since it would have been both leſs ig- 
nominious to Him, and leſs invidious to themſelves : But 
the good pious men could not do that for a World, for 
ſtaining of their Pure Hands, and ſtraining of their render 
Conſciences; But fince it was their modeſt Opinion, that 
the King ſhould be Murdered for the publick Good, theß 


thougnht it was better to deal with Him by Juſtice, than by 


Violence; as if any Force were more Violent and unrighte- 
ous, than that which is coloured with Pretence of Law. 
IF a Company of Robbers ſhould decline to Kill a poor 
Traveller with the Sword, when they had got him craftily 
into their Hands, and ſhould rather chuſe ro Judge him by 
Law, by ſomeof their Complices delegated to thar Purpoſe, 
and object to him for Crimes, either that he was Covetous, 
or that he had not brought Money enough along with him 
from his Houſe, or thar he had uſed Endeavours to eſcape. 
their hands, or that he had nor Faithfully diſcovered thefe 
concealed places of his Carmens, where he had * 
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his Gold; there is no man that would think ſuch a judge- 
meat, any thing but a notorious Mock Procedure. And what 
other Sentiment can any ſober Perſon entertain of theſe con- 
{ſummatedSce/erats,who knew that when the King was con- 
veened, he would make no anſwer to their Queſtions, as 
well as Robbers do, that the Poor Merchand will make 
them no reply, in the ſuppoſed Caſe. But however mat- 
ters went, it was determined chat the King ſhould be Mur- 
dered : And that their Spight might not expire with his. 
Sacred Life, they fail d not to put all the contempt they 
could, even upon his Dead Body. We read in the Goſpel, 
That tho' our Bleſſed Lord was reckon'd one of the moſt 
hainous Oftenders, by the Blaſphemous 7erws, and was ac- 
cordingly Ccucified by them, betwixt two Scandalous 
Malef tors ; Yet his Body was very ſoon taken down, and 
given to Foſeph of &arimathea, in order to his Burial; and 
it's ſeen moſt frequently, that when any Perſon of ho.teſt 
Rank and Birth is ſo unfortunare, as to dy by common ju- 
| Rice, their Souls are no ſooner extorted out of their Bo- 
dies by the Hand of the publick Executioner, but their Bo- 
dies are forthwith delivered. to their Friends, to be laid into 
the Sepulchies of their Fathers. But the breathleſs Body 
of the pious Prince, who fell a Victim, as on this day, was 
expoſed tor ſome time following, to gain a little Money 
to the Slaviſh keepers, not to the View of his Loyal Subjects 
who could not haverefarined from Tears, but as a Spectacle 
to his Enemies, who glutred their Eyes with beholding the 
Murdered Innocent. And finally, his Royal Offspring, of 
both Sexes, were excluded from Bucceſſion, by the Sentence % . 
of thoſe Men*, who were more bloody and cruel than their e, 
own Maſtives or rather were a company of incar nat Devils. 7uftice. 
THIS is a ſhort view of i Crime which blackned the Age 
in which it was commited; reflected Diſgrace upon this 
whole Iſland, and highly affronted and diſparaged our ho- 
ly Religion; But its well that they cannot call themſelves 
OURS, for they went out from us.

Theſaurie : The Sequeſiration of the Goods and Eftates of 
the Ki gs faſt Friends, and Fauhfull Subjefts. And, ina 
word, with Treacheries and PefJuries and Miſchiefs innu- 
merable, for which we have ſufficiently ſmarted in our 
own Perſons, and our Poſterity may ſmarr after us, unleſs 
the guilt of this days Crime be duely expiated. 

IT has been the conſtant Practice of Arheifts to charge 
Religion with being the Patron of all State Diſturbances. 
The Prophet Elijah was called the Troubler of Iſrael. The 
Bleſſed Apoſtles were ſaid to be the men who turned the 
TWorld «p/ide down : And ſome ſuppoſe, that ir was a po- 
litick Jealouſie, that made King Cyr ws give an expreſs Com- 
mand, to build the Temple but Threeſcore Cubits broad, 
and Threeſcore Cubits high, left otherways it might prove 
a firength for the People, when they found a fair oppor- 
tunity to Revolt. And fo our Apoſtle, after the exhorta · 
tion in the Text, Submit your ſelves &c. gives this reaſon, 
For ſo is the will of GOD, tht ye may put to Silence the ig- 
norance of fooliſh men. Miſled unthinking People are apt 
to become Favourers of the Zere;/h Rebellion, and to op- 


pole 
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poſe both Moſes and Aaron; when once politique heads 
give ſuch Practices the name of Zeal for Religion & Liber- 
ty: But to be ſure, whatever ill deſigning Men, who on- 
ly make Religion a Pretence, and ſtand by the Altar to 
warm their own Hands, may do in oppoſing Lawful Au- 
thority, and beſpattering of Government; the Sacred Doctrin 
of the Goſpel gives watrand for no ſuch thing. And tho? 
the Pulpit hach been oft times made, yet it was never in- 
tended to be a Circle, in which Men might raiſe the evil 
Spirits of Sedition and State Commotions: for no Religion 
on Earth ſecureth the Power of Kings and the Peace of 
Scates, ſo much as the Chriſttan. 

BUT ſince our Holy Religion is not chargeable with ju- 
ſtitying any degree of Ke ellion, much leſs the horrid Fact 
ot this Day, it's bur juſt, that the Child ſhould be lay'd at 
tie true ha her's door: Therefore 1 mult take the freedom 
to tell you, that there was in both Kingdoms, both bete re the 
time and in the days of the Royal Martyr, a Set of men (I 
give no Body Names) whoſe diſtinguiſhing Character, 
if we believe themſelves, was to be more Pious and Holy, 
thanall the Poor and Ignorant Neighbourhood ( as they 
thought them) that differed from them in Opinion. And 
the Teachers and Leaders of that party ſpent their Religi- 
on another way, than in explaining, confirming and apply- 
ing that DoQtrin of our Saviour and his Apoſties, who 
1 aſſerted the Rights of Soveraign Princes: For The 

lled the peoples Heads with Air and Words, and poſſeſ- 
ſed their Fancies with Dreams and Viſions; and beftowed 
their Lungs and moſt part of their PulpirSweat in making 2 
Noiſe and no more, about Faith & Communion with GOD, 
& attendance onOrdinances; and indeed, as they managed the 
matter, with ſome myſterious Jargon and Romantick Sto- 
ries, it ſerved only to appeaſe their natural Senſe of Religi - 
on, and to fill them with a good and huge Conceit of 
themſelves. But then for the duty of Refpett and Obedi- 


ence to Superiors (which our Text fo peremptorily re- 


commends) being but a poor, privat, Moral Vertue; Prs a 
Subjea 
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in this Article, (as I ſhewed in ſome 2 
mer part of this diſcourſe) and thoꝰ it a 
evident Confirmations of the abſolute neceſſity of the Duty, 
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Subject that had but very little place in any of their Exhor- 


tations; And tho' the Scriprure be moſt = and pregnant 
ances, in the for- 
ound with ſo many 


yet ſome Men could hardly find either a Text, or a Seaſon 


_ ro diſcourſe it, and recommend it to their People. Or, if 


at any time, ir fell inevitably into their way, they would 
have an hard Pull for ir; buc before their Work was done, 
they were too nimble for their Text: For, tho' it was ever 
ſo expreſs and poſitive, they did fo turn and draw it a- 


bout, with Tricks and Diſtinctions, that they preſently 


clapt it in upon the oppoſit Side. They, for the molt part, 


Preached not Obedience & Duty to Soveraign Princes with 


ſuch Openneſs ard Freedom, as our Bleſſed Lord and his 
Apoſtles did,but loaded t with ſo many Re ſerves, that they 
ſeem'd utterly to Leſſen che Obligation of the thing : For 
they diſpoſed people ro be ſo Scrupulous and Nice, and fo 
Jeulous of the Commands of their Superiours, that they 
were hardly ſo much affraid to do the things, which GOD 
has forbidden, as they were todo theſe things, which their 
Governours commanded them: and commonly, they had all 
ſo little Senſe of this Duty of Obedience to Soveraign 
Powers, that in their publ ck Devotions, rho? perhaps 
they did ſometimes confeſs all manner of other Sins, which 
ever they heard of, yet Diſobedience to Superiours found 
no place in their Catalogue ot Vices ; which could not 
chuſe but givel/mbrage to the impartial World, and force 
them to ſuſpedt Men, that ſeem'd ſo tender in all other 

things, and yet fo Sullen and inſenſible in this | 
AND (which is more unjuſtifiable) They took care to 
inform their Zealous Diſciples in all the Doctrines and 
Pretences of Diſloyalty: For, Rebellion never makes 2 
Genuine Appearance, but is ſtill diſguiſed with popular and 
plauſible Demands; For, they for the moſt part furniſhed 
their Followers with ſuch Principles, as may make Suffici- 
ent Apology for all kind of Diſorders; Such as, the pre- 
MS | ſervation 
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ſervation of theReformed Religion (which is a name they 
commonly gave to- their ownNeoteric Scheme of Church Go- 
vernment) and the Defence of the Fundamental Laws and 
Liberties of the People, which they ſaid, they were obliged 
to maintain to the End of their Lives; not againſt the Prince, 
(not they, good men!) but only againſt His evil Counſel- 
louts; Yet when ever they had a mind either to tempt the 
Patierce, or try the Courage of their Superiors, they wete 
ſufficiently provided with all forts of Maximsto warrant 
the Pranks and Freakiſhneſs of the Practice. 

I know that ſome People will be Shy ro believe this, or 
to take the matter upon Truſt; yet it were Madneſs to diſ- 
believe our own dear bought Experience, or to put any 
great Truſt in the Loyalty of ſome, who call themſelves 
very Holy men; for their Practices in this matter have 
never claſht with their Principles. And tho perhaps ſome 
of them may be ſo modeſt, as to deny or excuſe their own 
Vertues; yet it muſt be acknowledged, they have never 
fail'd ro behave chemſelves, as becomes the Holy Brother- 
hood: For, from the firſt Appearance of the Party in this 
Iſland, they have always laid hold on all occafions to 
daffle, and impuga, and ſtruggle with the. Royal Authority, 
and have been always keen in diſputing, and careful of 

diminiſhing the Soveraign Prerogative, induſtrious to ren- 
der the Government ſuſpecced, and to doubt of the Integri- 
of their Princes. 2 

AND our Hereditary Monarchs have been ſo ſenſible of 
tis, that they have all along complain'd of the Affronts, 
that have been put upon them by the Party, and the Abet - 
tors of itz Eſpecially K. James VI. of Bleſſed Memory, who 
had occaſion to know them moſt exactly in this Kingdom, 
by the galling Effect, of that ſour Genius, whereby they 
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are conducted: In his ingenious Advice to his Son, (the then þ a<;. 
Prince) He hath theſe very Words, Take heed to ſuch Puri- atxoN 

tans, Peſts in the Church and Commanwealth,whom no Deſerts aN 
can oblige,neither Oaths or Promiſes bind, breathing nothing Book If. 
batSedition and Calumnics: ili without neaſure, railigg 4 . 


wi / hoat 
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without Reaſon, and making their own Imaginations, withont 
any warrant of the Word,the Square of thewConſciences.And 
further Solemaly proteſts, as in the Preſence of G O D, 
that there it no greater Ingratitude, nor nere Lier and Per- 
Jaries with the Highland and Border Thieves, than with 
then: And therefore tells the Prince, that if he would con- 
ſult bis Peace, when he comes to the Government, that he 
toould not ſuffer the Ring leaders of that Society to dwell 
within bis Territories, unleſs he wuid keep them for the 
tryal of bis Patience, as Socrates did an ill Wife. Its true, 
the Prince, to whom that wiſe King wrot his Book, was 
taken away in the Bloſſom of his Age; but I am ſure, the 
Royal Mariyr, whoſe right it was to ſucceed in theMonatchy, 
felr at length, to ſome 7 the Kindneſs and Civility 
of ſuch right Godly and Religious Rebelit, who ever have 
had the Impudence to affirm to that weak part of the 
World that believe Them, That They are the only Saints 
on Earth, who beft know the Mind of GOD, and do the 
Things that are moſt agreeable to his Precepts; when at 
the fame time, all Men dut themſelves, ſee that when it 
can ſerve their Intereſt, and — — their Deſigns, they 
make noBones to trample the Royal Diadems of Monarchs 
under their Feet, to Daſh and Crawble their Scepters into 
Fragments, and ſubvert their Thrones, and ſully their Pur- 
ple with Reproaches, when it is not in their Power to 

{tain it with their Blood 8 £ 
| LET us then Heartily deptore the crying Murder of the 
| Day; and erernally abhor that Docti in, and theſe Principles, 
| which paved the way toa FACT, which hath been con- 
demned by all Princes, all People, and all Perſons,» that e- 
ver heard ir, unleſs it be ſuch, as it would gratify to do 
| the like again; and will be execrated by our Poſterity in 
| following Ages,when their Ears come to be grated with the

Revefence to our Soveraign Princes and Their Delegates. 
This condemneth, Ar /? of ali, all Treaſonable & comtemptu- 
ous Thoughts as well as Traiterous Attempts againſt M A- 
FESTTY: This was the Crime of the Schiſmaticks from 
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the Chriſtian Chwch in St. Zude's days, of whom he ſaith, Jude 8. 


They deſpiſe dominions. When GOD Himſelf faith, Hy fre 


Kings reign, and Princes decree juſtice, it ſhould ſtrike ro vll 


Tertor into the worlt of mea, and ang hom Low their 
Creſts to his Lieutenants, whom he Meth GODS apor 
Eurth. GUD hath ſometimes miraculouſly diſcovered the 
Murder of privat Perſons, from which we may juſtly in- 
fer. that he will revenge leſs injuries intended toPrinces,that 
are his Special Repreſenratives on Earth. I have read ofa 
cettain Poet among the Heathen named Lhicus, who being 
| kde Murdered by Rogues in ſome Solitude, where 
th 


ere was none to help, or to be Witneſs of the Fact; as 
they were about to give him the diſpatching Blow, he 
- e a Flock of Cranes flying over the place, to whom 

e Cryed aloud, O ye Cranes, be Judges of my Death! u-

mens Boſoms, againſt KINGS? The Thought that Impeach- 
eth Majeſty is in bazard to be diſcovered by Wonders; 
Cirſe not the King, (faith the Scripture ) no not in th 
Eccleſ. X. thought, for a Bird of the Air ſhall carry the voice, and tht 
20. which bath wings ſhall tell the matter; GOD ſometimes 
permits ſuch wicked and undutiful Thoughts to rake Air, 

either in Words or Actions, to the Ruin of the Authors. 
THIS DoQtine of St. Peter's, in like manner Impugneth 

x all Treaſonable Speeches, as well as Thoughts. The ſame 
| Perſons who are Charged with de/pi/ing Dominions in theix 
t Feuts, are likewiſe ſaid to ſpeak evil of Dięnities with 
their Mouths; and ſuch Expreſſions in the Sacred Phraſe, 
are called Blſphemors Accuſations. Some Phanatical Tem- 
pers have grudgedgthe Titles of Honour ( ſuchas Highneſs 
and Majeſty ) gen to KINGS, and have reckoned them 
amongſt the Solæciſins and B2rbariſms of the Court: but the 

R. P/almiſt tells us, That the King's Glory is great in his Sal- 

Iſ. XXL vation, and Henour & Majeſty haft thou laid upon him: Scorn 
5+ and Contempt poured out of the Mouths of Peaſan's us 
on the perſons of Princes, is either a fad Preſage of heavy 
non coming upon the People, or of the Extincti- 

on of the Vilified Powers, or of both; which are always 
Judgements that ate at GOD's Beck, amongſt many others, 

2gainſt wicked people. And ſo Holy v, in the progreſs o 

one of his defences againſt his accuſing Friends, joynerh 
them together ; and ſaith, He poureth contempt upon Prin. 
ces, and weakneth the ſtreneih of the Mighty. And they 

who know the Hiſtory ot the R Martyr, ſee ir plain, that 
the inſults of the People were both the Forerunners of 
their Ruin, and the Prince's Violent and untimely Death: 
Princes and Powers are ſafer under Fear than Contempt, 

tho“ neither of them are to be Choſen. | 
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But above all, the Submiſſion injoyned in the Text, con- 
demneth all Attempts of Sacrilegious Hands againſt Royal 
Dignity. Our Holy Religion diſowns all conſecrated Dag- 
gers; And tho the Heathen, who knew not, as we do, the 
Glory, with which Kings are clcathed, but reckoned them the 
Peoples and not GOD's Vicegerents, have beſtowed great and 
frequent Panegyricks, in the Praiſe of The 4ſſerters of the 
publick Liberty, as they falily call'd the Afſathnes ot Kings, 
when the People thought it fit to vote Them Tyrants , yet 
the Sacred Oracles given to us, as I have ſaid before, call 
the King's Power, of Divine Inflitation, Eis Throne GOD'S 
Throne, the Juſtice done by him GOD's Juſtice, and there- 
fore we ate to reckon both their ( ffice and Perſons Sacred 
and inviolable. And as it is Highly Criminal for a privat 
Hand, it is equally unaccountable, for the united Force of 
Multiiudes, io oppoſe the LORD's ANOINTED. As Re- 
bellion, is like the Sin of Witch-craft, upon many accounts, 
ſo eſpecially for raiſir g up ſuch evil Spirits in a Kingdom, 
as tear them in pieces, who firſt called them up, when 
they have nothing elſe to do; for it hath been frequently 
felt, to the juſt Puniſhment of obſtrepercus and uneaſie 


Men, that theſe very Fouldiers that have been raiſed for Pro- 
_— ImeFine War, have at lergth turned their Swords 
againſt theſe, for whoſe ſake they fir carried them. It's a 


wrong Calculation, for one to cut eff a whole Hard to be rid 
of a ſore Firger; ard ſo it is, to take up Aims for redreſſing 
Tome Grievances ard Errors in Government, as this Iſland 
has felt to their juſt Smart; for by Fighting, fiſt againſt the 
KING, ard then brirgirg him to the Scaflold, they involved 
themſelves in a Maze ct long continved Evils, after his 
Murder; ard I f1mly believe. bave rendered theſe Nations 
obnoxicus io all the Fears ard ſelt Ex ils, urder which they 
have grcar«d ficm ibat time untill cow. I Pray GOD we 
may be wiſer for rhe ſutute. To the King Eternal, In nor- 
zal, Irvsſible, the eng wiſe GOD, be aſcribed Dominion. Praiſe 
and Soveraignity. f1em hence forth and fer ever; AMEN. 
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
